C0NSIDERATION 0F EXECUTION At the March 16, 1978 meeting, the
0F AGREEI,IENT l,rlTH HOUSTON Co¡rnission mernbers were informed that
ENGINEERING, lNC. FOR in February, 1978, a decision was made
ENGINEERING trORK 0N S0UTHIIEST to hire a consultant to do the engineering,
NORTH DAK0TA UTATER STUDY envi ronmental and soclo-economlc phases
(SWC project ilo. 167\) of the Dlcklnson and Southwest North

Dakota l,Jater Supply Feasîbi I ity Study.
Applicants were intervlewed and the engineering consultant hlred to do this
uork was Houston Engineeríng, lnc. from Fargo, North Dakota.
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Secretary Fahy lndlcated that a contract
has been prepared whlch is agreeable to both the State ÙJater Cormlsslon and
the engineering firm. He distributed copies of the tJork Task Flow Schedule
for the Comrissionrs information, noting that it is a cost-plus contract
with a fixed sealing for the engineers to perform those tasks necessary to
work with the Citizens Cqrmlttee in the tlest River area and that they arrive
at an analysÎs of the costs of delivery of urater to the l4-county area south
and west of the river.

I t was reguested by Secretary Fahy
that the Cormission authorize the State Engineer to execute the contract
between the State I'later Commission and Houston Engineering, lnc., effective
thîs date.

It was moved by Conmissioner l,lilhelm, seconded
by Conmissioner Gallagher, and carríed, that
the State Engineer be authorized to execute
the contract between the State llater CqnmÎsslon
and Houston Engineering, lnc. for the Dickinson
and Southwest North Dakota l,later Supply Feasibi I ity
Study.
